Document D2 is considered to represent the most relevant state 
of the art 

The invention differs from D2 in that the control unit 
requests the access point to transmit measurement reports with 
a frequency. This frequency is based on the number of links 
handled by the access point and the total capacity of the 
interface. 

This solution solves the problem that different subunits in 
the control unit may request measurement reports at different 
frequencies . 

The cited prior art does not give any indication that would 
lead a person skilled in the art to the claimed method of and 
apparatuses for reporting measurements.
